T Ave the honor to inform you that, 
according to instructions received during the line 
‘of march from Phoolpoor, on the afternoon of the 
26th Ultimo, 8 Guns of the battery under my 
charge were detached with a portion of your Bri- 
gale. toattack the Rebels at Berozepoor j on arriv- 
ing near that village, Tfonnd the hattery attached 
to Brigadier Sunmuck Sing’s Brigade, under 
charge of Lieutenant, Mylne, After a short, eon- 
siltation. the Guns opened fire (chiefly with shell) 
onthe South free of a dense bamboo tope in 
which the Rebels were said to be posted, at a dis- 
| tance of about 500 yards, After few a rounds, T 
moved the $Guns under my charge, round to 
the East face of the tope, and opanel fire at about 
200 yards, at a loop-hole wall, which appeared 
about five feot above the level of the ground ; find- 
ing however, after a short tino, that from the na- 
ture of the defences, onr fire was of little effect, 
it was resolved to earry the place by assault. Ae- 
cordingly after a short pause, and as soon aa the 
skirmishers began to advance. T opened and con 
tinued a shop fire from the 3 Guns, under 
cover of which, a lodgement was effecred within 
the onter bamboo enclosures and ditch It was 
then discovered that there was an inner entrench- 
ment and wall, which it was found necessary to 
breach, Accordingly a 6 Ponnder Gun was with 
greatly difficulty, dragged. through the bamboo 
fence and outer ditch. to within a few feet of the 
inner wall ; after a few ronnds, a breach was ef- 
fected ; through which the Goorkhas, healed by 
Lieutenant Sankey, Madras Engineers, poured in, 
and carried the place, Tinmediately after the first 
lodgement, I distributed portions of port-fire and 
lighted slow match amongst. the Goarkha Riflemen 
to set fire to the houses and hamboo tope on the 
West side; this was done almost simaltaneously 
with the final assault, 

2. In conclusion 1 beg to state that, I observed 
with the utmost satisfaction, the precision of fire 
of the Guns under Lientenant Mylne; who makes 
particular mention of the professional services of 
Colonel Lall Sing, and Captain Bhyrat Bahadoor, 
ef the Nepauless Art'llery ; T also heg to bring to 
your favorable notice, the names of Major Jugbeer 
Kooer, aud Captain Indr Bheer Laima, of the Ar-

cy charge, that a small body of Rebels had been 
discovered in a fortified position alout a mile to 
the West of the road along which we woreadvancing, 
With my concurrancs, the Brizalier upon this, 
orders for three Companies of the rear Re- 
giment, the Kalee Pershad, to be detached if 
possible to capture or destroy the party; the re- 
mainder of the Regiment was hited at that spot, 
and the rest of the Brigade continued its march. 

3. A short time subsequently five musket shots 
wore heard from the direction of our right rear, 
and immediately afterwards, the Brigale being 
distant. about three miles from Ukherpoor, 
another report was brought from the rear 
that the detache! Companies hvl roneived a 
severe check, and met with considerable loss, 1 
immediately directed that the intelligence should 
be sent to the Maha Rajah, and galloped on my- 
self to Camp, to report the circuustance to the 
Brigadier General, 

4 Orders wero then given that one Regiment 
and 2 Guns, should be sent back to the axsist- 
ance of the Kale Pershad, and aceordingly 1 
found them on my return in position in an open 
plain in front of a thick clump of bamboos, appa- 
rently joining atope of mangoe trees, to the West- 
ward, a hut being visible here and there in both. 
Closer observation showed a fence of dry bamboos, 
under the vreen bimnboos, and this, confirmed by 
the report of a villager who had joined us, was 
rightly conjectured to be the Enemy's position, 
‘The Rebels within it were said to he from 30 to 40 
strong, which also was found to bo quite correct 

5. Some delay here took place, in consultation 
a6 to tho best mode of attack, during which the 
rest of the Brigade came up, and simultaneously 
with it, Generals Runodeep Sing and Deer Shun- 
shure, yourself joiuing us at the same time with 

lieve one Regiment and 3 Guns You then 
assumed charge of the operation, but as my Bri- 
gade was principally concerned in’ them, I ‘conti- 
nue the report of what came under my own ob- 
servation, confining myself except when absolutely 
necessary for explauation, to the part taken in 
them by my own Brigade.

advance sonnited The whole then advanced with 
arush, loudly cheering. I stationed myself with 
the portion of the Rifles in the centre, and on ay. 
riving at the bamboos, I saw immediately the 
great strength of the position, It was a small 
enclosare barely 30 yards aqnare with high 
holed walls, surrounded by a thick fence of green 
bamboos rendered completely impervious’ by a 
screen of dry bamhoos at its base, strongly fixed 
in the ground on cither side of which was a broad 
deep ditch. 

9, went round three sides of the fortification 
for it was nothing less, and although I found the 
men most eager to get in, to do so at these points 
was impossinle, 1 then retnroed to the Eastern 
face, ani find the men crowding in to the inner 
ditch, having with the greatest diffisulty forced 
their way in si file through the bam 
boos. exposed toa galling fire from the loop-holes 
from which they were suffering severely. 

10, The only approach to the place, that 
mentioned by the villager, was at least discovered, 
at this spot; a Gun was then forced with oe

wall, another a 12-Pounder belonging to my Bri 
Under the immodiate divestion of Colemal Lal 
Sing, anda third wero placed at right angle. to the 
first’ one, and the crossfire thus produced was 
attended with the happiest results, Lieutenant 
Sankey, of the Enginoors, who had been on the 
ground the whole day, discovered a small 
breach made by the first Gun; it ceased firing ; he 
enlarged the opening with his hands until it was 
sufficiently large to admit his head and shoulders 
forced himself throngh it, and was the first maa 
inside. ‘The gallantry of this act which, as 1 was 
standing with him close under the wall, 1 was an 
eye-witness of, 1 venture to bring particularly te 
the notice of the Brigadier General.

Havine been reqnested by Brigadier Ge- 
neral MacGregor to report on the small Guiree, 
which was captured yesterday by the Muha Rujah’s 
Troops, I have the honor to submit the following 
concise description of the works, with a s

narked the place as differing from others, and on 
nother occasion would be sufficient warning to 
induce caution inapproaching what proved a very 
hedge-hog of fortifieation, 

8. The Fort itself was complete well, sur- 
rounded by a ditch more or iess formidable, this 
again by a belt of high bamboos, which was suc+ 
ceeded by another ditch some 10 or 12 feet deep, 
the row of bamboo slips abae mentioned being 
planted on the immediate lip'of tho countersearp 
of the latter. 


4. ‘The works were quite new, as indicated by! 
the steps left by the work people as woll as their 
being partially unfinished ; they were situated on 
the SE corner of the village. A well inclosed 
by the outer line of ditch (within a sort of demi 
lane) Iay on tho East, and a pond not included in 
the works ou the North The only immediate 
entrance in the Gurree was on the pond side, the ap- 
proach to it leading round the North-East: bastion, 
and carving rownd in a narrow thorny path, led out 
at the East of the well, Nothing could be more 
difficult, of approach, every portion. bristling with 
thorns, and intercepted by ditches and banks, 

5. The mud ramparts of the Fort were 15 
fuet ahove the level of the ground, the upper por- 
tion for about 7 feet in height, consisting of a 
thin mnd wall, was loop-loled in every direction, 
the lower part, as will be seen from the section in 
the Sketch, being from 10 to 12 feet thick, aud 
furnishing a banquette for the defenders, 

6. In plan the Fort was some 60 fect square, 
with circular bastions at the angles, the banquette 
on all sides, 10 fect wide, having 40 fect square 
for the enceinte, within which the defenders could 
retire when the fire became too hot, and where 
No stops led to the 
banquette, a common bamboo ladder being the 
only means of communication between it and the 
ground floor; when once therefore the defen- 
ders were driven from the upper works, they were 
caught ina trap, from which ib was impossible to 
extricate themselves. 

7. Tt would be premature fr me to ox 
any very decided opinion as to the mode of attack= 
ing such Forts from this single example, but two 
facts are apparent, first, that in cases whero all 
openings are closed hy bamboos and thorns sach 
must be got rid of by fire or by being cut down, 
and second, the upper portion of the parapet 
which screens the defenders, must he detroyed by 
firing shot or shell agninst it with low charges. 
Hand grenades, two or three sealing ladders, with 
half a dozen shovels. (farrowahs) and  pickaxes, 
with perhaps a small number of sand bags, should 
in all cases, accompany the attacking party.

8. The Fort itself was a completo well, sur. 
rounded by a ditch more or tess formidable, this 
again by a belt of high bamboos, which was suo 
cevded hy another ditch some 10 or 12 feet dk 
‘the row of bamboo slips above mentioned being 
planted on the immediate lip of the ‘counterseary. 
of the latter, 


4, ‘The works were quite new, as indicated 
the steps left by the work people as well as their 
being partially unfinished ; they were situated on 
the SE corner of the village. A well. inclosed 
by the outer line of ditch (within a sort of demi 
lane) lay on the East, and a pond not included in 
the works on the North, The only immediate 
entranee in the Gurree was on the pond side, the ap. 
proach toit leading round the North-Kast bastion, 
and curving round in a narrow thorny path, led out 
at the Kast of the well, Nothing could be more 
difficult of approach, every portion bristling with 
thorns, and intercepted Ly ditches and banks. 

5. The mud ramparts of the Fort were 15 
fret above the level of the ground, the upper por- 
tion for about 7 feet in height, consisting of a 
thin mud wall, was loop-holed in every directi 
the lower part,’as will be seen from the section in 
the Sketch, being from 10 to 12 feet thick, and 
furnishing a bauquette for the defenders. 

6. In plan the Fort was some 60 feet square, 
with circular bastions at the angles, the banquette 
on all sides, 10 fect wide, having 40. feet square 
for the enceinte, within which the defenders gould 
retire when the fire beerme too hot, and where 
were two thatched sheds, No steps led to the 
Danquette, a common bamboo Indder being the 
only means of commun‘eation between it and the 
ground floor; when once therefore the defen- 
ders were driven from the upper works, they were 
canght ina trap, from which iWon impossible to 
extricate themselves. 

7. It would be premature fr me to express 
any very decided opinion asto the mode of attack- 
ing such Forts from this single example, but two 
facts are apparent, first, that in cases where all 
openings are closed hy bamboos and thorns such 
must be got rid of by fire or by being out down, 
and second, the upper portion of the parapet 
which screens the defenders, must be destrayed by 
firing shot or shell against it with iow lg 
Hand grenades, two ot three scaling ladders, 
half a dozen shovels (furrowahs) and’ pickaxes, 
with perhaps a small number of sand bags, should 
in all cases, accompany tho uttaoking party.

2. Tsaw there was no time to be lost, and that 
fa rapid aud decisive blow must be struck, Leav- 
ing orders for the Guns to continue the advanee 
and fire, aud taking a party of Rifles of 20 men 
from the Naval Column, with Lieutenant Ingles, 
R.N., to re-inforce the Marine skirmishers, I rode 
on to the right Squadron, and ordered Captain 
Chapman to advauce rapidly with his Squadron, 
inclining to the right, aud bringing up his right 
shoulders to charge the Enemy's Sowars and 
Infantry, hoping it would also shake their centre.

1 gallopped up tothe Yeoma 
aud thanked Captain Chapman and the 
for their good gallaut movement and char;

dined movement and gallant bearing of the Troops, 
the steady advance of the Naval Brigade, soon

Waeneas, during the recent disturbances, «

Fon the information of His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, I have the honor to forward.

2. Having’ heard they had sent a detachment 
to collect revenue at Sitargunge, 25 miles from 
this, I determined to surprise them. The unfortu- 
nate and unexpected absence of the larger part of 
their Force rendered the expedition less successful 
than T had hoped it would have been, We have 
since.ascertained that the number of the Enem: 
killed was 25, and the effect must be very good, 
as it will show them they are not safe within 30 
miles of the Hills.

the elephant carrying ono of the Mountain Howit- 
zers falling sick. 

The Rebels had double sentries posted on the roof 
of the Government Tehseel, a high building some 
40 or 50 yards sqiare. T ordered the Cavalry to 

allop up and surronnded it ; but before they could 
i 80, sone eight or ten of the Rebels made their es- 
cape to the West into the high grass, the rest 15 were 
killed, among whom was a man called Khoda Baksh 
and said to be the Thanuadar of te place, who had 
wounded a Sepoy of the 66th Goorkhas slightly, the 
only casualty that occurred. ‘The main body of this 
party had gone the previous day toa dinner at a vil- 

lage wbout 6 miles distant, and I deemed it im- 
prudent to follow them. 

‘All their papers and horses were captured, and 
brought into Camp, at which I arrived at 3 Pat, on 
the 4th Instant, having marched 50 miles in 17 
hours, including 3 hours in the different halts. 

Mr, C. Carmichael, C. S., who accompanied the 
foree at the request of Major Ramsay, Commis- 
sioner, gave me every assistance from his knowlelge 
of the different localities ou the road aud at Sitar 
gunge. All behaved with the greatest cheerful- 
ness and activity.
